INTRODUCTION 


THE  MANUSCRIPT 

The  Minute  Book  consists  of  234  leaves  of  paper  measuring 
11 J  inches  by  7|  inches  written  on  both  sides,  loosely  enclosed 
within  a  leather  cover,  which,  however,  is  not  the  original,  for  it 
is  too  small  and  has  allowed  the  ends  and  one  edge  to  project, 
thus  causing  a  certain  amount  of  damage  by  friction.  Except 
for  this  damage,  the  condition  of  the  book  is  good,  and  the  writing 
in  general  is  legible. 


The  Early  History  of  the  Gainsboroxjgh  Monthly  Meeting 
OF  the  Society  of  Friends 

It  is  commonly  considered  that  Quakerism  was  founded  by 
Greorge  Fox  (born  July  1624  at  Fenny  Drayton,  Leicestershire — 
died  in  London  13th  January,  1691),  but  this  is  an  over-simplified 
statement.  Rufus  M.  Jones  has  shown  that  what  Fox,  and  his 
coadjutors,  did  was  to  crystallise  into  definite  form,  and  give 
expression  to,  certain  trends  of  thought  which  had  been  developing 
during  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries  and  to  which  many 
religious  reformers  had  contributed.  ^  Consequently,  when  Quaker- 
ism was  introduced  into  an  area  which  was,  or  had  been,  previously 
influenced  by  Non-Conformity,  conditions  conducive  to  favourable 
reception  existed  already. 

George  Fox  was  not  a  widely  read  man  and  probably  absorbed 
most  of  his  ideas  unconsciously  by  intercourse  with  other  religious 
exponents,  especially  during  his  period  of  intense  spiritual  travail. 
His  connexions  with  the  Baptists  perhaps  began  with  his  uncle 
— Pickering — but  it  was  in  Nottinghamshire  that  he  encountered 
a  number  of  former  adherents  to  that  sect,  who  had  split  up  into 
small  groups  (hence  his  term — Shattered  Baptists)  and  he  was,  for 
a  time,  in  spiritual  fellowship  with  them,  and  they  developed  into 
the  earliest  Quaker  congregation. 

It  is,  therefore,  of  importance  to  consider  where,  and  when, 
such  predisposing  influences  existed  when  Quakerism  was  first 
preached  in  that  part  of  Lincolnshire  to  wliich  the  volume  of 
Minutes,  now  printed,  relates.  Among  those  who  were  suspended 
for  not  subscribing  to  the  three  articles  in  1583-4  were  :  Thomas 
Bradley,  Curate  of  Torksey,  and  his  neighbour  John  Huddlestone,

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Vicar  of  Saxilby/  and  John  Julian,  Vicar  of  Elsham,  was  presented 
for  not  wearing  the  surpUce  in  1585.2 

Non-Conforming  clergy  in  1604  include  William  Harrison,  Vicar 
of  Marton,3  and,  doubtfully,  Thomas  Forman,  Rector  of  Wintering- 
ham.*  At  Gainsborough  (1607)  "The  minister  is  in  all  things 
conformable,  savinge  they  never  saw  him  weare  a  cornered  cap  or 
ride  m  a  cloke  with  sleeves  "^  but  we  know  that  John  Smyth 
the  Se-Baptist,  was  then  in  the  town,  at  the  head  of  a  Separatist 
Congregation.  The  following  entries  in  the  Parish  Register  appear 
to  relate  to  him  : — 

"Mar.  11.     1603-4  Baptized  Chara  daughter  of  Mr.  John  Smith, 
l^reacher. 

Mar.     7.     1605-6    Baptized    Sarah    daughter    of   John    Smvth 
Gierke." 

We  get  a  hint  of  the  social  standing  of  the  early  Separatists  from 
Richard  Bernard,  Vicar  of  Worksop,  who  wrote  that  Smyth  was 
pastor  of  "tradesmen  in  Gainsborough  ".«  Evidently  his  appeal 
was  neither  to  the  laboming  poor  nor  to  the  gentry,  but  to  the 
middle  class  of  that  day.  Harassed  by  the  ecclesiastical  authorities, 
Smyth  and  his  flock  emigrated  to  Amsterdam  in  1608,  but  this 
certainly  did  not  empty  the  town  of  Dissenters  for  the  Parish 
Register  records  the  Burial  on  June  18,  1614,  of :  "  Mercy,  daughter 
of  one  Henry  Cullen  (or  Coling)  a  Brownist  "  and  on  September  20, 
1624,   of  "  Roberte   Shorte,   a   Brownist  boreah  ". 

In,  or  before,  the  year  1629,  the  Master  of  the  Gainsborough 
Grammar  School,  was  one  Hanserd  Knollys  who  records  : — 
"  a  Providential  acquaintance,  that  I  had  gotten  with  a  very  godly 
old  widdow  in  Gainsbm-gh,  where  I  taught  the  Free-School,  who  told 
me  of  one  called  a  Brownist,  who  used  to  pray  and  expound  Scriptures 
m  his  family,  whom  I  went  sometimes  to  hear,  and  with  whom  I 
had  Conference,  and  very  good  Counsel ".'  We  have  no  means  of 
knowing  whether  Hanserd  KnoUys'  acquaintance  was  the  Henry 
Cullen  mentioned  above,  or  perhaps  Roberte  Ebbatson,  Brownist, 
whose  burial  is  recorded  in  the  Parish  Register  under  the  date 
February   23rd,    1630. 

At  all  events,  Henry  Cullen  Uved  on  until  the  days  of  the  Common- 
wealth, when  Independency  had  become  a  power  in  the  land,  and 
he  thus  provided  a  living  link  with  the  days  of  the  early  Separatists. 
The  record  of  his  burial,  in  the  Parish  Register,  reads  "  August 
11th,    1655,  Henry  Cullin  of  Morton,   a  Sectary  ".

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It  has  been  possible  to  show  this  continuity  of  Dissenting  influence 
in  Gainsborough  merely  because  the  parochial  records  have  been 
available  for  close  detailed  examination  and,  if  similar  intensive 
studies  were  made  for  the  parishes  of  the  Isle  of  Axholme,  it  may 
well  be  that  other  evidence  of  a  like  character  would  be  forthcoming 
there  also.  In  the  absence  of  such  studies,  it  has  been  suggested 
that  "It  is  quite  possible  that  the  existing  dissentmg  churches  of 
Crowle,  Epworth  and  Butterwick,  in  the  Isle  of  Axholme,  are 
derived  from  the  labours  of  Smyth  around  Gainsborough  ;  though 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  someone  who  saw  this  possibihty  proceeded 
to  forge  documents  to  support  his  theory.  The  genuine  church- 
book  of  Epworth  has  lost  its  early  pages,  and  only  begins  with 
1676  ;  but  the  followers  of  Smyth  in  Lincoln  included  Thomas 
Pigott  from  Axholme,  who  succeeded  him  as  leader  at  the  Bake- 
house ;  we  may  be  sm'e  that  he  had  friends  left  behind  in  the  Isle  ; 
and  we  may  well  think  that  some  of  them  became  bold  enough  to 
start  a  Bajitist  Church  there.  The  solid  facts  are  that  such  a  com- 
munity existed  in  1626,  that  its  letters  of  1630  are  at  Amsterdam, 
that  in  1634  the  vicar-general  of  Laud  certified  to  him  that  the 
members  were  numerous,  and  were  led  by  Johnson,  a  baker  ".^ 

Richard  Bernard,  Curate  of  Epworth  1597-8,^  very  nearly 
reached  the  Separatist  position,^  but  drew  back  under  episcopal 
disciplinary  pressure  and  became  involved  in  a  controversy  with 
John  Smyth,  for  whom  he  coined  the  nickname  "  Se-Bajrtist  "* 
and  alleged  that  Smyth   "  was  made  Minister  by  Tradesmen  ".^ 

The  link  suggested  between  early  Non-Conformity  in  Gains- 
borough and  the  Isle  of  Axholme  may  have  been  determined  by 
the  natural  line  of  communication — the  Trent — and,  in  the  same 
way,  the  Great  North  Road  may  have  led  to  the  existence  of  a 
group  of  Dissenters  just  south  of  Doncaster  in  succession  to  the 
Separatist  congregation  which  met  at  Serooby  when  Smyth  was 
in  Gainsborough. 

This  grou]i  of  "  Seekers  ",  at  Balby,  Warmsworth  and  Tickliill, 
had  evidently  moved  far  from  the  Baptist  position,  some  indeed 
probably  having  achieved  the  Quaker  experience  before  George 
Fox  visited  them  and  established  the  first  really  strong  centre  of 
Quakerism  from  which  came  such  stalwarts  as  John  and  Thomas 
Kiilam,  Thomas  Aldam  and  Richard  Farnsworth,  who  was  second 
only  to  Fox  himself  in  the  Quaker  leadersliip  in  the  north.  There 
is  therefore  some  evidence  of  Dissenting  influence  before  the  actual 
introduction  of  Quakerism  at  Elsham,  Gainsborough,  Torksey, 
Marton,  Crowle,  Epworth,  Butterwick  and,  perhaps,  Wintering- 
ham.

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As  regards  Dissent  contemporary  with  the  introduction  of  Quaker- 
ism, Non-Conforming  Clergy  who  were  ejected  from  their  Hvings 
in  1660  included  James  Abdy,i  Vicar  of  Elsham,  and  John  Ryther,* 
Vicar  of  Frodingham  (son  of  '  a  pretty  noted  Quaker  ').  Amongst 
others  who  were  deprived  at  "  Black  Bartholomew  "  in  1662 
were  : — 

Robert  Durant,^  Rector  of  Risby  cum  Roxby  and  Vicar  of 

Crowle, 
Jonathan  Grant,*  Rector  of  Flixborough, 
Mark  Tricket,^  Rector  of  Gate  Burton,   previously  Vicar  of 

Adlingfleet,  Yorks., 
Thomas  Bormer,*^  Rector  of  Lea, 
—  Aires,'  Vicar  of  Glentworth, 
Thomas  White,**  Vicar  of  Scawby. 

There  is  also  the  interesting  case  of  William  Quipp,  who  had 
officiated  at  Marton  and  Torksey,  and  who  became  Non-Conformist 
after  1685.*  The  additional  places  are  thus  Frodingham,  Roxby- 
cum-Risby,  Fhxborough,  Adlingfleet,  Lea,  Glentworth,  Scawby, 
at  aU  of  which  there  were  Quakers  in  the  earliest  days  of  the  move- 
ment. 

George  Fox  was  apprenticed  to  a  shoemaker  who  was  also  a 
grazier  ;  when  19  years  old  he  became  deeply  conscious  of  a  special 
mission  from  God  and  about  1646  gave  up  attendance  upon  Church 
Ordinances,  contenting  himself  with  the  teaching  of  the  Spu'it. 
Two  years  later  he  began,  at  Manchester,  to  preach,  urgiiig  men 
to  cast  aside  as  wortliless,  or  even  pernicious,  all  forms  and  ceremonies 
of  worship,  and  to  trust  in  the  "  Imier  Light  ".  This  concept  of 
the  indwelling  presence  of  God  in  the  Soul,  or  "  that  of  God  in 
every  man  "  as  it  is  now  expressed,  is  the  basic  tenet  of  Quakerism 
and,  as  misrepresented,  seems  to  have  provoked  something  like  a 
riot  at  its  first  introduction  to  Gainsborough,  i"  The  subsequent 
calumny  to  which  Fox  refers  was  : — "  One  Gotten  Crosland  of 
Ackworth  (neer  Pontefract  in  Yorkshire)  a  professed  Quaker, 
pretending  that  he  knew  far  more,  and  higher  things  than  ever 
any  Minister  did,  or  could  discover  to  him,  hang'd  himself,  and 
lies  buried  in  a  Crosseway  upon  Ackworth  Moor,  with  a  stake  driven 
threw  him,  which  may  be  as  a  standing  mark  to  warn  Passengers 
to  take  heed  of  quaking,  seeing  that  Spirit,  which  is  the  cause  of 
it,  leads  men  into  such  fearful  miscarriages  "."  Fox  uses  the  word 
"  professor  "  to  mean  an  extreme  and  bigoted  Puritan,  the  deriva-

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tion  is  obscure  but  perhaps  the  sense  is  that  of  Titus  1,  16 — "  They 
profess  that  they  know  God  ;  but  in  works  they  deny  him,  being 
abominable  and  disobedient,  and  unto  every  good  work  reprobate  ". 

Others  soon  followed  up  the  initial  visit  of  George  Fox.  John 
Whitehead  held  a  Meetmg  at  Butterwick  in  the  first  or  second 
month  of  1653,'  then  Richard  Farnsworth  and  Thomas  Killam 
together  ■,^  these  two,  from  the  group  of  "  Seekers  "  in  South 
Yorkshire,  evidently  drew  a  clear  distmction  between  their  "  ould 
frends  ",  presumably  other  Seekers  with  whom  they  were  in  touch, 
and  "  Baptized  ones  "  who  had  not  abandoned  Baptist  jirincijiles. 

In  that  same  year  there  are  the  first  three  recognisable  Quaker 
references  in  the  Gainsborough  Parish  Register,  the  fii'st  of  which, 
recording  the  birth  of  a  child  whose  parents  evidently  refused 
baptism,  illustrates  the  Quaker  laying  aside  of  Sacraments  as 
being  inconsistent  with  the  working  of  the  "  Inner  Light  "  of 
Christ  in  the  heart  without  its  having  to  be  specially  mediated  for 
Salvation.  Five  similar  references  occur  in  the  next  year,^  and 
then  we  have  a  sign  of  the  times  in  the  account  of  a  debate  at  the 
residence  of  Justice  Wray,  at  which  Richard  Farnsworth  and 
James  Naylor  spoke  for  Quakerism.  This  has  been  ascribed  to 
Glentworth,*  but  Wharton  Hall  (in  Blyton  Parish)  seems  more 
likely.  Richard  Farnsworth  was  in  the  neighbourhood  again  in 
1656.5  fop  tijere  is  a  letter  of  his  dated  20  :  ix  :  1656  from  "  Martine 
in  Lincolnshire  "  (Marton)  in  which  he  is  evidently  adjudicating 
amongst  Friends  at  Glentworth  and  Ingham,  which  exemplifies 
the  high  standard  of  conduct  Quakers  set  for  themselves. 

To  a  Quaker,  a  line  of  conduct,  which  .shows  evidence  of  stricter 
interpretation  of  Christ's  teaching  than  is  observed  by  other 
denominations,  is  known  as  bearmg  Testimony  ;  and  Friends' 
Testimony  against  taking  Oaths,  based  primarily  on  Matthew  v,  34, 
also  shows  theii-  dislike  of  a  double  standard  of  truthfulness,  one 
for  ordinary  use  and  a  higher  one,  after  taking  an  oath,  for  legal 
purposes.  The  earhest  illustration  quoted  is  from  1655  but,  later, 
this  was  to  prove  one  of  the  costliest  of  Quaker  Testimonies.  Tlie 
Toleration  Act  gave  rehef  from  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  and,  in 
1695,  a  form  of  aifirmation  was  legaUsed  for  seven  years,  renewed 
in  1702  and  made  ])erpetual  in  1715  (Geo.  I,  Cap.  6).  The  wording, 
however,  was  not  satisfactory  to  all  Quakers'"  and  so  caused  much 
internal  controversy,  but  a  form  of  words  which  found  general 
acceptance  was  conceded  in  1722  (S  Geo.  I,  Cap.  6).  The  Restoration 
Year  was,  apparently,  one  of  severe  persecution  under  the  head  of 
oath-taking,'  presumably  the  Oath  of  Abjuration  would  be  the

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chief  instrument,  though  the  case  from  Adlingfleet  shows  that  any 
oath  would  serve  the  jourpose. 

Only  names  from  the  Gainsborough  Monthly  Meeting  have  been 
quoted,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Isle,  with  about  5  per  cent,  of 
the  poijulation  of  Lincolnshire  (1676  census),  had  30  i^er  cent,  of 
the  prisoners,  and  Gainsborough  and  district,  with  2  per  cent, 
of  the  population,  had  6  per  cent.  ;  as  a  rough  approximation, 
therefore,  at  this  time,  Quakerism  had  made  sLx  times  as  much 
progress  in  the  Isle  of  Axholme  and  three  times  as  much  in  Gains- 
borough and  district,  as  it  had  over  the  county  as  a  whole. 

A  much  sharper  instrument  of  persecution  was  added  by  the 
second  Conventicle  Act  of  1670  (22  Car.  11,  cap.  1)  which  created 
two  additional  penalties,  a  fine  of  £20  for  preaching  at  and  a  similar 
sum  for  harbom-ing  a  conventicle,  and  introduced  the  obnoxious 
principle  of  encouraging  the  informer  ^^•ho  was  to  receive  his  share 
of  the  fines.  The  account  of  Gainsborough  Friends'  suffering  under 
this  Act  contains  two  of  those  curious  records  of  what  was  termed 
"  Examples  upon  Per.secutors  ",  that  is,  what  they  considered  the 
judgment  of  C4od  upon  those  who  troubled  them.  (Edward  Laughton 
and  Thomas  Parnell.) 

Since  they  believed  that  salvation  could  only  come  from  "  The 
true  Light,  which  lightetli  every  man  that  cometh  into  the  world  " 
(John  i,  9)  it  followed  that  they  could  only  recognise  a  Ministry 
derived  from  this  som'ce  and  so  a  paid  ])riesthood,  which  contravened 
Christ's  command  to  those  he  sent  forth  to  preach  :  "Freely  ye 
have  received,  freely  give  "  (Matthew  x,  8)  was  particularly  obnoxious 
to  them.  Therefore,  since  tithes  were  the  usual  means  of  support 
of  the  paid  priesthood,  they  could  not,  in  conscience,  pay  such 
demands  and  we  have  the  earliest  local  instances  of  this  Testimony 
from  Crowle  and  Amcotts,i  and  in  the  same  year  an  illustration  of 
IDopular  resentment  against  Quaker  criticism  of  the  diversions  of 
the  times — presumably  cock-fighting,  bull-baitmg  and  the  like. 
Fox  deprecated  "  Wakes  or  feasts,  May -games,  sports,  plays  and 
shows  ",  2  "  bowhng,  drinking,  hunting,  hawldng  "=*  and  "  shovel - 
board  ".* 

With  the  restoration  of  the  monarchy  came  the  re-establishment 
of  the  power  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  beginnings  of  ecclesiastical 
as  well  as  secular  persecution.  The  fii-st  visitation  of  which  we 
have  a  record  after  the  Restoration  contains  names  of  Quakers  from 
most  of  the  parishes  in  the  area,  presented  mainly  for  non-attendance 
at  Church  but  also  for  such  varied  offences  as  not  coming  to  be 
churched  after  child-birth,  refusal  of  baptism,  working  on  Saints' 
Days,  not  burying  according  to  the  rites  of  the  established  Church 
nor  in  the  Church -yard,  sitting  in  Church  with  the  hat  on,  not

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marrying  according  to  the  practice  of  the  Church  of  England,  or 
quite  simply  for  being  Quakers.  Most  of  these  depend  upon  their 
objection  to  the  external  observances  in  worship  and  the  inter- 
vention of  a  paid  official  in  what  they  held  should  be  a  purely 
sjjiritual  concern,  but  the  refusal  to  remove  the  hat  in  deference  to 
temporal  authority,  like  most  of  the  Quaker  testimonies,  had  been 
practiced  by  others^   before  the   introduction   of  Quakerism. 

Since  they  refused  the  offices  of  the  Church,  Quaker  births, 
burials  and  marriages  would  not  normally  appear  in  Parish  Registers 
and  they  were  obliged  to  create  a  registration  system  of  their  own. 
Some  of  the  earhest  entries  in  Friends'  Registers  have  evidently 
been  made  retrospectively  and  to  overlaj)  the  duplicate  entries 
which  are  in  the  Parish  Registers. 

In  the  case  of  marriage  something  more  than  a  mere  system  of 
registration  was  necessary  and  Quaker  marriage  procedure  still 
shows  strong  resemblance  to  the  civil  form  of  declaration  established 
by  law  in  1653  and  abolished  at  the  Restoration,  and  the  legality 
of  Quaker  marriage  was  generally  regarded  as  having  been  settled 
by  a  nisi  jjrius  action  at  Nottingham  in  1661.-  This  precedent 
stood  until  1844  when  it  was  reversed  by  a  decision  in  the  House 
of  Lords  and  thus  necessitated  the  Act  of  10  and  11  Vic,  c.  58, 
validating  these  marriages  ex  post  facto.  The  man  under  the 
Commonwealth  procedure  made  the  following  declaration  : — 

"  I  (A.B.)  do  here  in  the  presence  of  God,  the  searcher  of  all 
hearts,  take  thee  (CD.)  for  my  wedded  wife,  and  do  also,  in 
the  presence  of  God  and  before  these  wdtnesses,  promise  to 
be  unto  thee  a  loving  and  faithful  husband," 

which  may  be  compared  with  the  Quaker  declaration  : — 

"  Friends,  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  I  take  tliis  my  Friend 
(CD.)  to  be  my  wife,  promismg,  through  divine  assistance, 
and  so  long  as  we  both  on  earth  shall  live,  to  be  unto  her  a 
loving  and  faithful  husband," 

and  it  is  important  to  observe  that  both  men  and  women  made 
precisely  the  same  declaration.  This  is,  of  com'se,  implicit  in 
Quakerism,  for  "  Inner  Light  "  was  obviously  not  a  jjurely  male 
prerogative  and  Quaker  women  enjoyed  equality  of  status  in  all 
spiritual  matters  with  their  menfolk  at  a  time  when  the  position 
of  women  generally,  both  in  law  and  in  fact,  was  very  inferior  to 
that  of  men. 

The  declarations  of  marriage  intentions  which  occur  throughout 
the  Minutes  bear  an  obvious  resemblance  to  the  publication  of 
banns,  except  that  the  procedure  is  positive  in  that  enquiries  as

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to  the  absence  of  impediments  to  marriage  were  definitely  made, 
whereas  banns  are  negative  in  the  sense  that  they  stand  good  unless 
challenged.  On  one  exceptional  occasion,  a  young  man  was  allowed 
to  make  a  marriage  declaration  by  proxy  ^  but  Monthly  Meeting 
always  inquired  strictly  into  any  seemmg  irregularity  such  as 
delay 2  or  a  broken  engagement^  and  insisted,  on  the  remarriage 
of  a  widow,  that  the  rights  of  children,  by  her  former  husband, 
should  be  safeguarded.* 

From  1662  we  begin  to  get  references  to  the  jDersecution  under 
what  has  been  called  "  The  Quaker  Act  "  (13  and  14  Car.  II,  cap.  1) 
which  imposed  penalties  for  maintaining  the  unlawfulness  of  oaths 
and  for  meeting  to  the  number  of  five  or  more  :  and  the  power 
of  the  Bishops  being  restored,  we  also  find  imprisonment  following 
an  issue  of  the  writ  ch  Excmnmmiicafo  Capiendo.  There  was  a 
certain  luU  in  the  intensity  of  persecution  at  the  time  of  the  Dutch 
war,  the  Great  Plague  and  the  Fire  of  London,  although  these 
events  being  somewhat  remote,  might  not  affect  this  area  directly. 
In  the  same  year  (1667)  that  the  Dutch  fleet  sailed  into  the  Medway 
and  in  which  Clarendon  fell,  George  Fox,  released  from  a  long 
imprisonment  in  Scarborough  Castle,  went  about  the  country 
setting  up  the  Quaker  organisation  very  much  as  it  still  exists 
to-day.  The  basis  of  Quaker  organisation  was  the  group  of  Friends 
who,  meetmg  together  regularly  weekly  for  Worship,  in  a  particular 
locality,  comprised  what  was  therefore  termed  a  "  Weekly  "  or 
"  Particular  "  Meeting.  Several  such  "  Particular  "  Meetings 
were  grouped  together  to  form  an  administrative  unit,  each 
Particular  Meeting  sending  one  or  more  of  its  members  as  repre- 
sentatives to  the  administrative  Meeting  held  Monthly  and  hence 
styled  a  "  Monthly  Meeting  ",  the  area  over  which  it  had  juris- 
diction being  "  the  Compass  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  ".  Two  or 
more  Monthly  Meetings  nominated  representatives  to  regional 
Meetings,  four  times  in  the  year,  and  so  known  as  "  Quarterly 
Meetings  "  and  the  limits  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  as  originally 
defined,  followed,  in  general,  the  county  boundaries.  Finally, 
each  Quarterly  Meeting  appointed  annually  its  Representatives 
to  a  general  Meeting  for  the  whole  country,  held  usually  in  London 
and  thus  called  London  Yearly  Meeting,  which  was,  and  is,  the 
supervisory  body  for  the  whole  Society  in  this  country.  Fox  con- 
stituted Lincolnshire  a  Quarterly  Meeting  and  divided  it  into  four 
Monthly  Meetmgs  which  it  is  interesting  to  note,  followed,  mainly, 
existing  civil  or  ecclesiastical  boundaries,  Lincoln  Monthly  Meeting 
corresponding  roughly  to  Kesteven,  Spalding  Monthly  Meeting  to 
Holland  and  Gainsborough  Monthly  Meeting  to  the  then  Arch- 
deaconry of  Stow,  the  remaining  portion  of  Lindsey  comprising 
Mumby   Monthly   Meeting.      A    noteworthy    omission    from    the

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original  setting  out  is  that  there  is  no  mention  of  Brigg,  which 
soon  after  became  one  of  the  strongest  centres  of  Quakerism  in 
Gainsborough   Monthly   Meeting.  ^ 

Perhaj^s  the  exact  place  of  the  meeting,  as  between  Elshani  and 
Brigg,  was  not  settled.  Brigg  meeting  was  mainly  composed  of 
famihes  whose  names  appear  in  the  Elsliam  Register  during  John 
Julian's  incumbency. 

When  gathered  for  business  or  disciplinary  purposes,  Quakers 
have,  from  the  beguining  of  their  organisation,  kept  records  :  and 
every  such  Meeting  has  an  appointed  Clerk,  who  combines  the 
duties  of  Chairman  and  Secretary.  A  Clerk's  function  is  to  introduce 
the  busmess,  furnish  the  Meeting  with  relevant  information  necessary 
for  adequate  consideration,  await  the  subsequent  discussion,  frame 
an  appropriate  minute  embodying  the  general  consensus  of  opinion 
(i.e.,  "  take  the  sense  of  the  Meeting  ")  and,  finally,  read  out  his 
minute  for  approval  or  amendment.  No  vote  is  ever  taken  and, 
in  harmony  with  that  principle,  a  Clerk  must  beware  of  being 
influenced  by  mere  numerical  strength  of  expressed  opinions  on 
any  debatable  point,  since  the  counsel  of  a  single  sagacious  member 
of  long  experience  ("a  weighty  Friend  ")  may  be  of  greater  value  than 
several  counter  opinions  emanating  from  those  of  lesser  capacity. 

Keeping  his  mind  thus  receptive  to  the  trend  of  the  discussion, 
a  Clerk  cannot  express  his  personal  opinions  but  must  confine 
himself  to  contributing  factual  matter  and  be  ready  to  sink  his 
individuality  in  the  service  of  the  Meeting.  So  that,  although  we 
can  draw  up  the  following  list  of  Clerks  who  compiled  this  Minute 
Book  :  Robert  Rockhill,  to  1685  ;  John  Parsons  and  Thomas 
Markham,  to  1686  (perhaps  interim  appointments)  ;  Joseph 
Richardson  to  1716  and  lastly  John  Oxley  ;  we  must  not  suppose 
that  the  minutes  reflect  the  personalities  of  the  successive  Clerks, 
except  in  such  details  as  handwriting,  mode  of  expression,  etc. 
In  this  connection,  during  the  period  1679-1685,  when  Robert 
Rockhill  actually  signs  the  minutes,  the  penmanship  is  of  remarkable 
quahty  ;  his  spelHng  is  good  and  his  writing  is  in  the  Itahan  hand, 
an  occasional  long  "  s  "  being  almost  the  only  deviation  from 
modern  practice,  and  the  writing  is  "  copper -plate  ".  For  con- 
venience, Clerks  of  Meetings  make  their  original  minutes  in  rough, 
at  the  actual  Meeting,  and  a  fair  copy  later  ;  for  this  reason,  some 
Minute  Books  are  duplicated  (when  the  rough  minutes  chance  still 
to  be  extant)  but  this  is  not  so  m  the  present  case. 

To  the  simple  structure  of  Weekly — Monthly — Quarterly — 
Yearly  Meetings  there  were  certain  later  developments.  The 
question  of  separate  JMonthly  Meetings  for  women  was  discussed 
in  1675  (8th  and  9th  Months)  but  nothing  seems  to  have  come  of 
it,  and  the  subject  was  raised  again  in  1689  (1st  and  2nd  Months) 
and  the  Women's  Monthly  Meeting  was  estabUshed  11  :  v  :  1690

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in  this  area.i  In  1701  (2nd  Month)  and  1708  (4th  Month  and  on- 
wards) the  Particular  Meetings  were  advised  to  hold  Preparative 
Meetmgs  to  sift  the  business  in  readiness  for  Monthly  Meeting, 
and  to  keep  Preparative  Meeting  Minutes.  These,  together  with 
the  Minutes  of  the  Women's  Meetings,  form  parallel  series  with 
those  of  the  Men's  Monthly  Meeting  and,  occasionally,  amplify 
some  detail  or  elucidate  an  obscurity  but,  in  general,  they  tend  to 
be  less  informative,  and  Preparative  Meeting  Minutes  have  not 
been  so  sedulously  kept  or  preserved. 

Nationally,  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  the  name  of  which  is  a 
sufficient  indication  of  its  original  function,  was  instituted  in  1676, 
Wilham  Garland,  of  Gainsborough,  being  the  first  Lincolnshire 
representative,  and  it  became  the  standing  executive  committee 
of   Yearly    Meeting,    in    which    capacity    it    exists    to-day. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  Minutes  begin  in  the  1st  Month  of  1668, 
and  at  the  second  Meeting  in  the  4th  Month,  Monthly  Meetings 
were  instructed  "  2dly  That  every  Monthly  Meeting  Buy  a  Large 
Convenient  Booke  for  Registring  Births  Marriages  &  BuriaUs,  which 
have  been  amongst  friends  since  they  were  a  people.  And  that  two 
faithfuU  friends  of  every  perticular  Meeting  may  be  appointed  to 
see  it  done  by  the  Monthly  Meeting,  And  what  else  is  Remarkable 
to  be  recorded  in  that  Meeting  "  so  this  is  evidently  the  date  at 
which  the  Registers  were  first  introduced  and  the  retrospective 
entries  made. 

At  the  7th  Month  1668  Quarterly  Meetuig  it  was  "  judged 
expedient  &  also  very  necessary  that  Friends  belonging  to  the 
Severall  private  Meetings  of  this  County  do  their  utmost  endeavours 
to  procure  the  Setlement  of  Bui\ying  places  that  they  may  Remaine 
Certaine  to  Posterity,  that  they  may  not  depend  upon  the  will 
(of)  one,  but  setled  to  Friends  of  the  whole  Meeting  ".  The  first 
acquisition  of  real  property  in  Gainsborough  Monthly  Meeting 
was  the  biuial  ground  at  Kexby  where  "  Prudence,  wife  of  Thomas 
Fisher  5th  Month  1665  "  had  been  buried,  and  he  conveyed  the 
small  piece  of  land  in  November  1668.  Many  of  Friends'  burial 
grounds  came  in  the  same  way,  that  is,  by  use  as  a  private  grave 
yard  by  the  members  of  one  family  at  first,  and  later  conveyed 
for  the  use  of  Friends  generally  in  that  area. 

Disputes  between  Quakers,  which  ordinarily  would  have  been 
settled  by  legal  process,  had  to  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  the 
arbitrators  being  usually  appointed  by  the  Monthly  Meeting.  The 
prohibition  of  seeldng  legal  redress,  however,  did  not  prevent  a 
Quaker  taking  action  against  a  Non-Friend,  and  if  one  party  to  a 
dispute  refused  to  submit  to  arbitration  or  to  accept  the  award 
of  the  arbitrators,  Monthly  Meetmg  was  quite  prepared  to  disown 
the  recalcitrant  and  thus  leave  the  other  at  Hberty  to  sue  at  law  if 
he  chose.

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As  we  have  seen,  the  Quarterly  Meeting  kept  Minutes  from  the 
beginning,  and  in  the  7th  Month  of  1669  there  appears  "  Let  every 
Monthly  Meethig  take  care  that  a  booke  be  provided  for  every 
Monthly  Meeting  wherein  what  is  done  at  every  Monthly  Meetmg 
be  Recorded  ".  Evidently  Gainsborough  Monthly  Meeting  complied 
quite  quickly,  for  the  Minutes  start  12th  Month  1669.  One  of  the 
earUest  entries  in  the  Minute  Book  is  a  summary,  under  10  headings, 
of  the  functions  of  a  Monthly  Meeting.  Items  1-3  deal  with  yioov 
relief,  4-6  with  apostasy  and  discipline,  7  business  arising  from 
previous  minutes,  8  with  Births,  Marriages  and  Burials,  9  with 
"  Sufferings  "  and  10,  primarily,  with  real  property. 

Quaker  poor  relief  has  always  acted  on  the  prmci]>le  of  putting 
the  recipient  into  a  better  position  to  helj)  himself,  by  such  means 
as  procuring  accommodation  or  work,  though  many  cases  of  widows 
or  elderly  people  occur  where  pecuniary  assistance  was  the  only 
practical  course  and  orphans  were  boarded  out  in  Quaker  homes 
until  they  were  old  enough  to  be  apprenticed.  Just  as,  under 
the  Elizalaethan  Poor  Law,  the  unit  responsible  for  its  own  poor 
relief  was  the  parish,  so  the  corresponding  Quaker  unit  was  the 
Monthly  Meeting.  This  jiractice  of  maintaining  their  own  poor 
obviously  needed  some  means  of  determining  who  was  thus  entitled 
to  relief  and  this  is  the  significance  of  the  enquiry^  as  to  whether 
a  Friend  who  had  removed  to  another  area  was  "  in  unitie  ". 
Ultimately,  the  present  system  of  formal  membership^  and  certi- 
fication, on  removal,  from  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  origin  to  that 
of  destination  was  developed. 

A  special  aspect  of  poor  relief  constantly  recurs  in  the  payment 
of  funeral  expenses.^  Friends  would  be  compelled  to  meet  these 
charges  when  the  interment  was  in  accordance  with  their  practice  ; 
if  the  parish  paid  the  cost,  the  rites  of  the  Established  Church  would 
have  to  be  used. 

To  avoid  the  inhumanity  of  confining  a  lunatic  in  the  local 
gaol,  as  was  customary  at  that  time,  a  Monthly  Meeting  would, 
if  necessary,  provide  for  the  care  of  any  one  becoming  mentally 
afflicted  in  their  own  home.*  The  case  from  Lea^  where  no  such 
provision  was  made  seems,  therefore,  to  need  some  explanation, 
which  may,  perhaps,  be  found  in  the  following  entries  taken  from 
the  Lea  Parish  Register  : — 

"  1695  Thomas  the  son  of  Thomas   Rickitt  &  Susan  his  wife 
was   baptised. 
1696  Edward  the  son  of  Thomas  Rickitt  &  Susanna  his  wife 
was    baptized."

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Such  evidence  of  conformity  would  be  an  effective  bar  to  elee- 
mosynary or  other  assistance  from  Monthly  Meeting,  though  the 
Women's  Meeting  did  relieve  the  wife  and  children. ^ 

A  growing  movement  was  bound  to  attract  a  certain  proportion 
of  weaker  adherents  who  either  could  not  withstand  the  pressure 
of  persecution  or  maintain  the  high  standard  of  conduct  postulated 
by  the  "  Inner  Light  ".  Matthew  xviii,  15-17,  is  the  basis  of 
the  disciplinary  measures  for  such  backsliders  ;  private  remon- 
strance, followed  by  reprobation  by  Monthly  Meeting  and  the 
ultimate  sanction  of  disownment,  though,  to  avoid  this,  efforts 
were  made  to  persuade  the  offender  to  make  written  acknowledg- 
ment of  his  offence  (testify  against  himself).  The  instrument 
formally  separatmg  the  individual  from  fellowship  was,  originally, 
a  minute  duly  recorded  but,  later,  a  separate  document  called  a 
"  Testimony  of  Denial  (or  Disownment)  "  would  be  issued  and, 
after  a  copy  had  been  served  on  the  offender,  it  was  read  at  the 
Meeting  he  had  attended  and,  usually  but  not  invariably,  copied 
into  the  Minute  Book. 

The  more  usual  causes  of  disownment  were  :  moral  offences 
such  as  drunkenness,  adultery,  theft,  etc.,  lack  of  business  rectitude, 
apostacy,  and  marriage,  either  by  a  priest  or  with  a  non-quaker 
(i.e..  Marriage  out  of  the  Society).  Disownments  for  this  last  cause 
were  so  numerous  during  the  18th  and  early  19th  centuries  as  to 
be  a  severe  drain  on  the  membership,  in  all  probabHity  the  losses 
by   "  marrying-out  "  were  greater  than  by  death. 

Other  early  entries  relating  to  wills  of  deceased  Friends  may 
be  due  to  a  nebulous  idea  that,  since  they  were  setting  up  an 
organisation  to  replace  that  of  the  established  Church  and,  as 
Probate  was  a  function  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Courts,  therefore,  to 
provide  full  parallel  facilities,  they  must  take  cognisance  of  testa- 
mentary documents.  But,  since  no  reUgious  principle  was  involved, 
this  practice  could  not  form  the  basis  of  an  enduring  testimony 
and,  sooner  or  later,  all  Monthly  Meetings  ceased  to  record  wills. 
For  Lincolnshire,  Quarterly  Meeting  settled  the  matter  by  minuting 
that  only  wills  in  which  Friends  were  nominated  as  trustees  need 
be  recorded.  This  was  in  1679  and  there  are  no  later  wUls  entered 
in  the  Gainsborough  Minutes,  but  Kendal  Monthly  Meeting  con- 
tinued  to   record   Westmorland   Friends'   wills   until    1738. 

Friends  were  interested  in  education  from  the  first  ;  when 
necessary,  in  boarding  out  orjihans.  Monthly  Meeting  stipulated 
that  they  should  attend  school^  and  Brigg  Meeting  attempted  to 
found  a  school  for  themselves^  but  apparently  could  not  provide 
sufficient  financial  backing  and  the  schoolmaster  removed  to 
Gainsborough.

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But,  for  the  young,  almost  universal  use  was  made  of  apprentice- 
ship ;  there  are  many  instances  recorded  when  Monthly  Meeting 
paid  the  premiums  but  these  are  a  mere  fraction  of  the  total,  for 
most  Quakers  were  able  to  meet  the  cost  themselves  and  so  there 
would  be  no  record  in  the  minutes.  A  noteworthy  feature  was 
the  trial  period ^  ("  alikeing  ")  before  the  indentures  were  sealed. 

If  the  apprentice  did  not  settle  happily.  Monthly  ileeting  would 
try  to  find  another  master  ;  equally  if  the  employer  thought  the 
child  unsuitable  2  other  arrangements  would  be  made  and  this 
practice  must  have  gone  a  long  way  towards  avoiding  misfits. 
Inevitably,  there  were  some  failures,  as  in  the  case  of  a  runaway 
apprentice^  who  afterwards  turned  out  to  be  an  incorrigible  rover. 
For  adults,  the  provision  and  circulation  of  books  was  the  normal 
educational  method^  leading  to  the  formation  of  IVIeeting  House 
libraries'"  wliich  are  almost  universal  to  this  day. 

Prior  to  the  Toleration  Act,  real  property  was,  necessarily,  almost 
confined  to  Burial  Grounds,  but  as  ^Meeting  Houses  were  erected, 
and  bequests  received,  repairs,  renewals  of  trust  and  general  property 
management  provided  an  increasing  volume  of  business.  Toleration 
was  soon  followed  by  the  erection  of  a  Meeting  House  in  Lincoln 
for  the  use  of  Quarterly  Meeting «  and  apparently  some  premises 
in  Brigg  must  have  been  adapted  as  a  Meeting  House  by  the 
following  year.'  Possibly  similar  adaptations  took  place  at  Winter- 
ingham,»*  West  Butterwick^  and  Thealby,'"  but  Gainsborough  (1704) 
and  Beltoft  (1705)  Meeting  Houses  were  new  from  the  ground. 

The  financing  of  these  ventures  varied  somewhat ;  the  cost  of 
Lincoln  Meeting  House  was  shared  out  over  the  county,  Brigg  and 
Beltoft  were  assisted  by  ]\Ionthly  Meeting  with  legacies  which  were 
at  its  disposal,  but  Gainsborough  Friends  subscribed  the  whole 
cost  of  their  premises  among  themselves.  Perhaps  these  variations 
reflect  the  relative  prosperity  of  the  different  groups  of  Friends. 
All  these  Meeting  Houses  would  need  licensing,  as  would  the  private 
houses  previously  used  ;  we  cannot  locate  the  earliest  licences 
taken  out  because  there  are  gaps  in  the  Lindsey  Quarter  Sessions 
Rolls  (1660-1700)  and  Minutes  (1679-1703),  but  the  Monthly  Meeting 
Minute  Book  itself  provides  some  informational  and  the  original 
licences  for  Gainsborough  and  Beltoft  are  still  extant  while  an 
attested  copy  dated  21  :  x  :  1706  is  at  Lincoln. 

To  study  the  progress  of  the  movement.  Yearly  Meeting  of  1682 
addressed  a  series  of  three  queries  to  the  representatives  of  Quarterly 
Meetings  :  expanded  to  eight  in  1696  (and  more  later)  this  question- 
naire was  regularly  answered  in  writing  by  Monthly  Meetings  until

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late  in  the  19tli  century.  In  many  instances  copies  of  these  replies 
can  be  found  in  the  minutes  of  Preparative  Meetings,  Monthly 
Meetings  1  and  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  comparison  of  sets  of  replies 
for  given  dates  shows  that  it  was  a  "  boiling-down  "'  process,  each 
superior  meeting  sununarising  and  grouping  the  information  it 
received  from  its  constituent  meetmgs. 

Though  the  routine  tended  to  monotony,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
this  practice  of  regular,  critical  self-examination  helped  the  society 
to  maintain  a  high  level  of  ethical  behaviour  durmg  a  j^eriod  when 
the  standard  of  morality  in  the  world  around  was  deplorably  low. 

Further  steps  in  the  same  direction  were  the  appointment  of 
Overseers,  to  carry  out  the  discipUne^  and  the  recording  of  the  names 
of  representatives^  to  disclose  slackness  in  attendance  at  Monthly 
Meeting. 

In  the  absence  of  a  list  of  Members  it  is  diiificult  to  give  a  precise 
estimate  of  the  strength  of  the  movement  during  the  period  covered 
by  the  Minute  Book.  The  Rehgious  Census  of  1676*  groups  all 
forms  of  Non-Conformity  together  and  smce  the  Speculum  Dioceseos^ 
enumerates  by  famihes,  and  the  return  for  the  town  of  Gainsborough 
is  somewhat  doubtful,  it  is  unsafe  to  calculate  from  them.  In  any 
case,  it  is  probable  that  the  peak  period  had  already  been  passed 
by  then  and  the  best  estimate  that  can  be  formed  is  that,  at  its 
strongest,  Quaker  adherents  in  this  area  were  about  1  per  cent, 
of  the  population.  They  tended,  moreover,  to  form  groups,  whereas 
Abraham  de  la  Pryme,  at  Broughton,  was  able  to  write  :  "  Thank 
God  I  have  but  one  family  of  these  damned  Hereticks  in  my  parish  ",* 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Wesley,  at  Epworth,  reported  "  That  there  are 
about  40  Quakers  and  above  70  Anabaptists  that  insult  him  every- 
where ".' 

The  antagonism  which  Quakerism  aroused  was  out  of  all  propor- 
tion to  its  numerical  strength,  e.g.,  it  is  noteworthy  that  in  their 
earUest  period  the  efforts  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
Christian  Knowledge  and  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel   were   largely   directed   against    Quakerism. 

Certain  pecuharities  of  Quaker  parlance  need  interpretation  to 
render  tliem  mtelligible.  Universal  salvabUity,  as  a  purely  spiritual 
process  with  the  consequent  futility  of  outward  observance,  con- 
stituted, for  the  early  Quakers,  "  the  Truth  "  and  so  that  term 
for  the  basic  concept  became  synonymous  with  Quakerism. 
Their  earliest  preachers  were  the   "  First   Pub  Ushers  of  Truth  ",

of  the  world  ",  the  "  good  order  of  Truth  "  or  "  wholesome  order 
of  Friends  "  means  Quaker  procedure.  "  To  have  unity  with  " 
is  to  be  in  agreement  with,  "  disorderly  walking  "  means  conduct 
not  in  accordance  with  the  rules,  a  "  concern  "  is  a  strong  desire 
to  do  something  under  divine  guidance,  while  "  conduct  and  con- 
versation "  covers  general  behaviour.  The  days  of  the  week  and 
the  months  of  the  year  are  always  given  numerically  because  of 
Friends'  objection  to  the  names  of  heathen  deities  as  usually  used. 
Between  the  times  when  the  jiresent  Minute  Book  opens  and  closes 
a  profound  change  had  come  over  Quakerism  :  where  persecution 
had  merely  stimulated  the  dynamic  enthusiasm  of  the  somewhat 
aggressive  First  Publishers  of  Truth,  the  concessions  which  their 
sufferings  had  wrung  from  the  state  and  the  growing  prosperity 
which  sobriety  and  honest  dealing  brought,  effected  a  subtle  soften- 
ing influence.  Where  Quakers  had  been  burning  with  missionary 
zeal  they  began  to  turn  inwards  upon  themselves  and  to  develop 
those  customs  of  dress,  speech  and  behaviour  which  were  to  mark 
them  out  as  a  "  Peculiar  People  ".  In  this  atmosphere  the  influence 
of  Quietism  readily  took  hold  and  a  century  or  more  was  to  pass 
before  the  Society  of  Friends  began  to  shake  off  the  deadening  effect. 
So,  although  Quietism  implies  neither  somnolence  nor  lethargy, 
a  contemporary  quotation  from  the  mass  of  Anti-Quaker  literature, 
in  spite  of  the  obviously  exaggerated  language,  may  typify  the 
closing  period  thus  :  "'  An  imjjediment  their  Hearers  are  now  almost 
irrecoverably  infected  with  ;  under  a  sorrowful  sense  whereof, 
one  of  their  Preachers  lately  told  us  at  Sleeford,  that  finding  them 
almost  all  a  Sleep  in  their  Meeting  at  Gainsborough,  amongst 
others  he  had  visited,  he  was  forc'd  to  clap  his  hands  hard  together, 
stamp  his  feet  often  upon  his  form  and  thrash  them  near  two  hours 
by  the  clock  to  awake  them  to  hear  him."^

Beloved  Fremds  &   Brethren 

Upon  weighty  consideration  had  of  the  affairs  relating  to  the 
Church  of  Christ  in  our  day  in  the  counsell  wisdome  &  ordring 
of  Gods  holy  Spirit  whose  grolious-  bright  &  refreshing  presence 
was  plentifully  manifest  among  us :  we  doe  witli  one  consent  agree 
to  &  conclude  upon  these  following  perticulars,  seriously  recom- 
mending them  to  the  care  &  diligence  of  all  freinds  &  brethren  in 
the  Truth  in  thier  respective  places  &  services  wliether  in  these  or 
other  parts  of  the  world  where  this  may  come  hopeing  that  upon 
reading  hereof  they  will  have  some  sence  of  that  heavenly  power 
presence  &  wisdome  of  CtocI  that  filled  our  hearts  &  gave  us  heavenly 
unity  both  in  receiveing  &  giveing  forth  this  our  advice  &  counsell 
&  that  through  the  sensible  fellowshipp  in  the  same  power  &  wisdome 
of  God  in  themselves  they  may  be  stirred  up  to  put  the  same  in 
practice  in  thier  severall  places  to  exalting  of  that  blessed  name 
in  which  wee  have  found  salvation  &  to  the  debasing  &  bringing 
under  whatever  hath  lifted  up  it  selfe  against  that  most  holy  name 
&  led  from  the  unity  of  the  faith  &  good  order  that  stands  therein. 

Forasmuch  as  we  are  deepely  sensible  of  the  sorrows  &  sufferings 
that  have  comed  upon  tlie  Church  of  Christ  in  severall  places  by 
reason  of  certain  disorderly  proceedings  of  some  professing  the 
Truth  wiiich  have  occationed  many  questions  &  Debates  among 
some  Freinds  &  our  advise  being  desired  thereupon  wee  doe  in 
the  name  &  councell  of  God  hereby  signify  our  sence  advice  & 
judgement  as  foUows  : 

1st  Concerning  Marriages  of  Kindred 
It  is  our  liveing  sence  &  judgement  in  the  trutli  of  God  that 
not  only  the  marriages  of  neare  kindred  expressly  forbiddin  under 
the  Law  ought  not  to  be  practised  under  the  Gospell  but  that  in 
as  much  as  any  marriges  of  neare  kindred  in  the  time  of  the  Law 
(p.  49)   was    in    condescention   &   upon  extraordinary  occasions  as 

'  27th  September,  1G75.  -  sic  recte  glorious. 
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upholding  their  tribes  &  that  the  nearer  tlieir  marriages  were  the  more 
unholy  they  were  accounted,  wee  in  our  day  ought  not  to  approach 
our  neare  kindred  in  any  such  respect  particularly  first  cozens,  being 
redeemed  out  of  tliose  kindreds  tribes  &  earthly  lots  for  the  up- 
holding of  which  marriages  within  the  Kindred  were  once  dispenced 
with  &  brought  to  the  spirituall  dispensation  which  gives  dominion 
over  the  affections  &  leads  to  these  marriages  which  are  more 
naturall  &  are  of  better  report  &  thougli  some  through  weakness 
have  beene  drawne  into  such  marriages  which  being  done  must 
not  be  broken  yet  let  not  their  practice  be  any  precedent  or  example 
to  any  other  amongst  us  for  the  time  to  come. 

2    Concerning  contracts  in  order  to  marriage 

That  such  Freinds  as  have  with  serious  advice  and  deliberation 
free  &  mutuall  consent  as  m  the  sight  of  God  &  unity  of  his  blessed 
Truth,  absolutly  agreed  espoused  or  contracted  upon  the  account 
of  marriage  shall  not  be  allowed  or  owned  among  us  in  any  uu- 
faitlifullness  or  unjustice  one  to  another  to  break  or  violate  any 
such  contract  or  engagement  which  is  to  the  reproach  of  Truth 
or  injiu-y  of  one  another  &  where  ane  such  breach  or  violation  of 
such  solemn  contract  is  knowne  or  complained  of  or  enmity  or 
strife  occationed  thereby  wee  advise  &  counsell  that  a  few  faithfull 
Freinds  both  men  &  woemen  in  their  respective  Meeteings  to  which 
the  parties  belong  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  cause  thereof 
&  in  the  wisdome  &  councell  of  God  to  put  a  stop  &  speedy  end 
thereto  &  bring  Gods  power  &  the  judgment  thereof  over  them  that 
have  offended  in  this  case  untill  tiiey  come  to  unfeigned  repentance, 
and  further  wee  advise  &  exort  that  no  engagements  made  without 
honest  endeavours  to  obtaine  or  due  regard  first  had  to  the  councells 
&  consent  of  parents  relations  &  Friends  be  countenanced  that 
soe  all  foolish  and  unbridled  affections  &  all  ensnaremg  &  selfish 
ends  be  not  so  much  as  found  among  you  on  any  hand. 

3    Concerning  Mens  &  Woemens  Meetings 

It  is  the  judgement  &  testimony  in  the  word  of  Gods  wisdome 
of  the  rise  &  practice  seting  up  &  establishing  of  mens  &  woemens 
Meeteings  in  the  Church  of  Christ  in  this  our  generation  is 
according  to  the  mind  &  counsell  of  God  &  done  in  the  ordring 
&  leading  of  his  eternal  Spirit  «S6  that  is  the  duty  of  all  Friends  & 
brethren  in  the  powr  of  God  m  all  parts  to  be  dilligent  therein  & 
to  encourage  &  fvirther  each  other  in  that  blessed  worke,  &  par- 
ticularly that  Friends  &  brethren  in  their  res]iective  counties 
encourage  their  faithfull  &  grave  woemen  in  the  settlement  of  the 
said  Meeteings  &  if  any  professing  the  Truth  shall  {p.  so)  either  by 
word  or  deed  directly  discountenance,  or  weaken  the  hands  of  either 
men  or  woemen,  in  that  work  &  service  of  the  Lord  let  such  be 
admonished  according  to  the  oider  of  the  gospell  &  if  they  receive 
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it  not  but  refuse  councell  &  persist  in  that  work  of  division  we 
cannot  but  looke  upon  them  as  therein  not  in  unity  with  the  Church 
of  Christ  &  order  of  the  Gospell  &  therefore  let  Freinds  goe  on  in 
the  power  of  God  &  in  that  work  for  him  his  Truth  &  people  & 
not  be  staid  or  hindred  by  them  or  their  opposition. 

4  Concerning  Sighing  groaning  &  Singing  in  the  Church 
It  hath  beene  &  is  om-  liveing  sence  &  constant  testimony 
according  to  our  experience  of  the  divers  operations  of  the  Spirit 
&  power  of  God  in  his  Church  that  there  hath  beene  &  is  serious 
sighing  sensible  groaning  &  reverent  singing  breathing  forth  an 
heavenly  sound  of  joy  with  grace  with  the  Spirit  &  with  the  under- 
standing in  blessed  unity  with  the  brethren  while  they  are  in  the 
publick  labour  &  service  of  the  Gospell  whether  by  preaching 
praying  or  praysing  God  in  the  same  power  &  spirit  &  all  to  edifica- 
tion &  comfort  in  the  Church  of  Christ  which  therefore  is  not 
to  be  quencht  or  discouraged  by  any,  but  where  any  doe  or  shall 
abuse  the  Power  of  God  or  are  imoderate  or  doe  either  in  imitation 
which  rather  burthens  than  edifys  such  ought  to  be  privately 
admonisht  unless  rebellious  for  that  life  power  &  spirit  is  risen 
in  the  Church  which  doth  distinguish  &  liath  power  accordingly 
to  judge. 

5    Concerning  our  Testimony  against  Tithes 

That  our  ancient  testimony  against  tythes  which  we  have 
borne  from  the  begining  &  for  which  many  have  deeply  suffred 
not  only  spoiling  of  their  goods  but  imprisonment  even  unto  death 
be  carefully  &  punttually  upheld  &  if  all  that  those  that  oppose 
sleight  or  neglect  that  antient  testimony  be  lookt  upon  &  dealt 
withaU  as  unfaithfull  to  the  antient  &  universal  testimony  of  Truth 
according  to  Gospell  order  extablisht  amongst  us. 

11     Concerning  Tradeing 

That  freinds  &  brethren  in  theire  respective  Meetings  watch 
over  one  another  in  the  love  of  God  &  care  of  the  gospell  particularly 
that  none  trade  beyond  their  abUity  nor  stretch  beyond  their 
compass  &  that  they  use  few  words  in  dealings  &  keepe  their  word 
in  all  things  least  they  bring  through  their  forwardness  dishoner 
to  the  precious  Truth  of  God.

&  powr  of  God  are  mens  edict  &  cannons  or  embraceing  them  bowing 
to  men  elders  in  the  service  of  the  Church  Po]ies  or  Bishops  with 
such  scorn  full  saivings  be  permitted  among  them  but  that  Gods 
powr  be  set  upon  the  top  of  that  unsavoury  spirit.
